it can hardly be improved. White England, France. 
KumU, and even Auetria are addirg largely to 
their “ocean police,'' the United State* have been 
doing little or nothing in comparison. England has 
52 line-of-battle ehip a propelled by deam, France 33, 
and the United States fume. These two nations 
have nearly 50 eteem frigate*, we hare $U; they 
hare nearly 300 steam alc-ops-of-war. have 
tireicf. We are apt to think of Spain as a weak 
nation: her steam naval force ia larger than ours. 
England has 427 veteels-of-war, of all grader, which 
eteam. France has 390, Holland 3d, Austria, 
with bat one seaport . 20, and the United States only 
eipkte * h The Engli*b estimate* include the eteam 
gun- boat, which the editor of the N. Y. Times de- 
scribe* from hi* pereoual observation during the pa-t 
summer, a* a wiry little monster, ranging from 200 
to 000 ton* burden, from 4 feet 9 inches to 12 foot of 
draft carrying from 2 to 0 t* or 84-pouudcr guu*, 
and making from 7 to 13 boot*, with steam power 
varving from 20 to 950 horses. She depend* for the 
fotce of her r*m<»n*t rancet more upon the range 
and calibre than the number of h-r cannou. The 
Franch typa gun-boat, throwing a ball of #4 pound* 
a distance of 9,500 yard*, and. lying a* a speck 
upon the water, would thus |»rove herself a very 
disagreeable antagonist with a venel much ber su- 
perior in ah* and number of guu*. Of these v«_s- 
eela wo possess not one, ag<un*t more than 2*»o in 
the aervi.-e of Fmgland, and ver > nearly a* large u 
cusUr ia the navy of France, Holland berseli" 
counts 36, and Austria 20 of *ucb veaeela, and they 
are now building in the port iefTuI, in *Spain. The 
French gun-boat* are constructed on a more uniform 
model than the English , and are doubUeoft of at 
least equal efficiency. The English West India 
squadron now contains five of these vessel*, ami we 
have reason to believe that a larger numiicr have 
been dispsttbed from France to these water*. 

The steam corvette*, sloops-of-war, and aviso*, 
mounting from 5 to 20 guns and of from 50 to 350 
horse power, are of great utility, though some w hat 
impaired by the development of the gun-l*jul sys- 
tem. which has introduced vessels of equal speed 
and less draught, carrying heavy armament* of 
from 2 to 5 gun» of the largest calibre, and uaviga- 
ble at a much smaller expeu**. in the place of the 
heterogeneous craft thu* classified. Soil, the tig- 
ures we hare given will show that, in the event of a 
maritime war, France and Eugland, particularly, 
pusses* s mean* of tormenting our coasts and our 
commerce, with ships at this calibre, which deserve* 
the attention of our authorities. The French steam 
corvette of 16 to 20 gun* t* a very vexation* style 
of vessel. Great pain* have been l«e*towed by the I 
French upon this class of vessel, and we give the 
dimensions of one of it* best types, launched at 
Bordeaux in 1857, a* a mean* of comparison w ith , 
the three best vessel* of the -a me denomination 
which we now posses* — the Hartford, Brooklyn, and 
Lancaster — launched, but not yet ready for sea, un- 
der the act of Congress for building five new sloopw 
of-war: Length, 230 feet; to water line, 36 feet;, 
depth of hold, 22 feat, displacement, 1,966 tons; ar- 
mament. 4 long and 12 short sixty-pounder* of the 
French, or sixty -eights of our own, calibre. 

Sailing vessel* are no longer regarded as of use 
in a navy. Steam has revolutioned the tcience of 
ocean warfare a* it ha* doue the commercial ma- 
rine. The Time* thus sum* up the actual steam 
force of the world.

To 
this force, from the vessels now in course of con- 
struction, or capable of completion in an efficient 
sense, might in Ux months he added one- half as 
many more. But of the two extreme tenn« of 
naval efiiciancy, the steam-liner and the gun boat, 
ws have not a single unquestionable specimen. 
And yet we talk of going to war with a tirst-class 
naval power."

Thk Bknnkt c Divorce Case. — T uesday wa* 
the seventeenth day since the commencement of the 
c*a«te of Bennett vs B*nnstt, in New Haven, and 
there is mm probability that it will l>« concluded 
before the UhiifUuas holiday*. Neither the social 
position of the parties to the suit, nor the circum- 
stance.- upon which the action is based, are calcula- 
ted to c xcit* any extraordinary interest in the re- 
sult; yet tb* good people of the “City of Kims” 
hav* four d an agreeablo relief from the monotony 
ot their genet ally quiet life in the goesipv revela- 
tions of domestic infelicity which have t»een made 
during tb* progress of the trial. On Monday the 
case for the respondent closed, when Mrs. Bennett’s 
counsel revived the tl.igging interest bv putting Mr. 
Horae* M. Smith on the stand to give rebutting tes- 
timony. The N. Y. Sun gives us the pith of his 
testimony: 

Mr. Smith is the gentleman to whom, according 
to som* «f Dr. Bennett's witne-sei, Mr*. B. was 
rather more affectionately attached than is d«*med 
becoming in a faithful wife. Mrs. B., they testified, 
had spoktii of him in endearing terms She had 
said she hated the dex tor, but loved Horace; and 
would marry him, if the doctor were out of the way. 
Iloruc* had often ki*.sed her, and she bad kissed 
Horace. He called ber Mary, and she called him 
Horace, and letters had passed lietween them after 
Horace left New llaveu. 

Hut when Horace took the stand, he l*egan a 
very emphatic denial to all the allegations of im- 
uroprirties occurring between him and Mrs. B. 
While a studeut at the college in New l!avan, he 
aooompinLd a classma e to a party at Dr. Beunett's. 
He (here met a young lady in whom he tiecame 
interested, and, coQrequently, readily accepted tlie 
Doctor's invitation to call again. After that, tlie 
Doctor would pr *!»8 him to call, and he became very 
intimate in the family. After leaving college, he 
oorresj-ouded with the Doctor, but th* replies were 
written by Mrs. Bennett. Koue of the letters, 
however, were preserved. In 1852, passing through 
New ilavtu, hr called at the Doctor’s bouse, and, 
finding two lady acquaint ar tv* there, he gallantly
